The Minister of Propaganda add- 
ed: “Measures may be expected, 
making an end of the situation in 
which Jewish families of two or 
three live in villas with 20 or 30 
rooms while adequate living quar- 
ters for the German people are still 
lacking.”

“To the proposition that the 
worthy needy must be taken care 
of, the American Bankers’ Associa- 
tion is sincerely and wholehearted- 
ly committed. But we must not for- 
get that th. destruction of savings 
and the starvation of production 
mean the loss of capacity to take 
care of the needy; that it is the 
thrifty citizens arid’ not the Gov- 
ernment that must produce the 
money for this purpose.” 

In support of his argument, 
Adams quoted two Presidents of the 
United States, Thomas Jefferson 
and Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

Of Mr. Roosevelt, he said—. 

“In his message to Congress on 
March 10, 1933, he said: ‘For three 


long years the Federal Government 


has been on the road toward bank- 


. ruptcy. With the utmost serious- 


ness I point out to the Congress the 
profound effect of this fact (the ac- 
mulated deficit of five billion dol- 
s) on our national economy. It 
nas contributed to the recent col- 
apse of our banking structure. It 
has accentuated the stagnation of 
the economic life of our people.’ 
“The President, Adams con- 
tinued, “was theh very properly 
concerned with an accumulated def- 
icit of only five billions of dollars. 
We are now much more justly con- 
cerned wth an ever increasing and 
growing deficit which, since the 
date of the President's concern, has 
grown by 15 billions of dollars.” 
Quotation From Jefferson. 
Later in his address, Adams 
quoted Jefferson: “I place economy 
among the first and most important 
virtues and public debt as the great- 
est of dangers to be feared, To pre- 
serve our independence we must 
not let our rulers load us with per- 
petual debt. We must make our 
choice between economy and liberty 


‘or profusion and servitude,” 


Adams then turned to a discus- 
sion of bank holdings of Govern- 
ment bonds. 

“So long,” he said, “as your de- 
positors think of the purchase of 
Government bonds by you as some- 
thing that you do, no: something 
that they do, they will remain in- 
different to it. When once your 
depositors realize that 20 or 30 or 
even 40 per cent of their deposits 
have been invested by you in the 
obligations of a concern which has 
been losing money by the billions 
for more than seven years, their re- 
action will be quite different.”

The Twentieth Century Fund’s Committee on Debt 
Adjustment has published a report containing some 
worthwhile observations on the nation’s. debt struc- 
türe. The committee is of the opinion that our 
economic system would be much healthier if meas- 
ures were taken to limit debt financing for both gov- 
ernmental agencies and public utilities. 

In the case of Government units, it suggests that 
bond issues be limited. by putting Government more 
on a pay-as-you-go basis. In the case of the utilities, 
it would like to see bond issues limited in favor of 
direct ownership through sfock equities. 

Particularly would the committee have the various 
other utilities limit their bond issues to amounts 
which can be fetired before the property becomes 
worn out or obsolescent. One of the reasons the rail- 
roads are in their present difficulties is exactly 
because, while earnings were high, they merely re- 
funded thefr bonds, with the result that in many cases 
the bonds are no longer supported by actual values. 

Similarly, there is many an obsolete power plant 
or gas-generating unit which is still being carried on 
the books at a value which may have been accurate 
20 years ago but whith is now largely fictitious. 
Unsound debt financing is the explanation. 

To encourage direct ownership rather than debt fi- 
nancing, the committee recommends relaxation of 
the laws and administrative rules which favor the is- 
suance of bonds by limiting investments of insurance 
companies, savings banks and trustees almost ex- 
clusively to debts rather than stock equities. 

As a step toward limiting large-scale and continued 
deficit financing by government, it is urged that 
governmental units forego the advantage of tax-ex- 
empt securities—a reform needed not only to bring 
about a sounder debt structure but also to prevent eva- 
sion of income surtax rates, 

Debt financing, if it does not induce depressions, 
certainly aggravates them and delays recovery.

wheat allotment. 

Congress has alloted $712,000,000 

for benefits to farmers who comply. 
: Separate From Quota Pian. 

The program, which is voluntary, 
is separate from the marketing 
quota provisions of the Crop Con- 
trol Act, which may becOme man- 
datory under certain conditions. 

The voluntary program will fol- 
low the general outline announced 
Aug. 16. At that time next year’s 
wheat allotment was fixed at 55,- 
000,000 acres, compared with a seed- 
ed acreage of 80,000,000 this year 
and an allotment of 62,500,000 bush- 
els. 

Goals for cotton, corn, rice, flue- 
cured tobaceo and general soil-de- 
pleting crops will be virtually the 
same next year. 

R. M. Evans, Agricultural Adjust- 
ment Administrator, declared that 
the 1939 program would offer the 
First complete test of the crop con- 
trol law because the latter measure 
was enacted too late to affect all 
1938 planting. 

The AAA will conduct meetings 
throughout the country during the 
next few months to explain the pro- 
gram to farmers in advance of the 
planting season. 

Apportionin= of Allotments. 

National allotments for each crop 
will be apportioned among the 
states and divided among individual 
farms. 

The AAA will conduct referenda 
next month on whether cotton, rice 
and tobacco growers want market- 
ing quotas imposed in 1939. 

Quota provisions must be ap- 
proved by at least two-thirds of the 
farmers voting in order to become

Rates of Subsidies. 

Rates of subsidies to co-operating 
farmers were announced as follows: 

What, 17 cents a bushel and an 
estimated price adjistment payment 
of from 10 to 12 cents a bushel, mak- 
ing a total of from 27 to 29 cents, 
compared with a payment of 12 
cents this year. 

Corn, 9 cents a bushel and an esti- 
mated adjustment payment of from 
5 to 6 cents, giving a total of 14 to 
15 cents compared to a 1938 pay- 
ment of 10 cents.

Work of- Various Organs 
More or Less Under Con- 
trol of This Sentinel.

URING the last few weeks 1 
have been describing the mech- 
anisms which make the body 
continue to function as a living or- 
ganism. The astonishing thing is 
that all this goes on automatically, 


"| The food is digested for us, the di- 


gestive juices are poured out, our 
lungs breathe regularly, the blood 
mixes the food and air, the heart 
pounds along and the blood vessels 
distribute the blood to all parts of 
the body, allowing just enough for 
its momentary needs, and then the 
kidneys and lungs and skin get rid 
of the waste products. All this is 
done if we are in good health, with- 
out the least friction, so that we 
are kept in a state of good feeling, 


And it is all done without the ne- 
cessity of one taking any thought 
whatever. 

In fact, if we did take thought, it 
would probably spoil the whole 
thing. There is the fable of the cen- 
tipede who was asked which leg he 
moved first in progressing. He had 
always done it automatically and 
when he got to thinking about it, 
he got all tied up. . 

There are lots of people like this 
centipede. They get worried about 
their heart beat or their intestines 
moving, and begin to try to fix 
them sometimes. with medicine. 
They end up almost invariably in a 
terrible shape, unhappy and ineffi- 
cient. 

To a certain extent, all these or- 
gans work automatically, but there 
is the need for some co-ordination 
between them. This is accomplished 
by one of the most intricate and 
beautiful systems in the body—the 
autonomic nervous system. 

In order to understand this, we 
must go back to rather primitive 
forms of animal life. An earth- 
worm, for instance, carries on ¢@x~ 
clusively as a vegetative organism, 
It has no brain to do any thinking, 


no eyes, no ears to receive impres- . 


sions of the outside world, so it ex- 
ists as a digestive tube, surrounded 
by an outer wall of skin and mus-

cles and a circulatory and excre- ~ 


tory system. 

If you dissect an earthworm you 
will find scattered about, usually 
closely connected with the digestive 
tube, some masses of nerve tissue 
which send fibers to each other and 
all the organs. These ganglia, re- 
ceiving impulges of heat and ‘cold 
and position, gontrol automatically 
the earthworm’s functions. .

It is represented in man by a 
series of centers and ‘ganglia that 
lie mostly outside the skull and 
vertebral column. .
